When we would ſurvey the characters, 
and do honour to the memory, of the truly 
great, who have been the moſt eminent 
for promoting the happineſs of the world, 
and advancing the kingdom of God in it; 
we cannot better illuſtrate their worth, than 
by conſidering their great pattern; who firſt 
begun the work of God, to which they 
have been appointed under him; who is their 
Lord, to whom they are accountable in that 
ſervice, and from whom they - expect their 
reward. As they approach this eminent 
pattern, they are diſtinguiſhed among thoſe, 
who. ſhine. hike lights in this world *, and 
like the glorious I in foe: een of cool 
father t . 
The words of the text 4: part of our 
bleſſed faviour's laſt prayer wiel his diſciples, 
when he took his final leave of them, be- 
fore his ſufferings. The 9obole prayer is | 
very emphatical: But I ſhall only take no- ; 
tice of that part of it, which precedes _ 
text. Father, the. hour is come; ghrijy thy 
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OO compleated with Honour: 3 
thou boſt given bim power over all fleſh, that 
be ſhould give eternal life to as many as thou 
boaſt given him. And this is life eternal, that 
they might know thee the only true God, and 


Jrscſas Cbriſt whom thou haſt ſent s. The 


hour was now come; the time of his ſuf- 
fering death, to compleat the declaration of 
the mercy of God to mankind : Therefore 
he prays, that God would in this great event 
appear for him, and honour him with a 
glorious triumph over death and all the miſe- 
ries of men, by raifing him from the dead, 
and taking him viſibly up to heaven. This 
was neceſſary to be done for him; that all 
his work, as our mediator, and his ſufferings, 
as our ſacrifice, might illuſtrate the glory of 
divine perfection; ſince the great deſign, to 
accompliſh which our bleſſed Lord was in- 
veſted with the character of a mediator and 
ſaviour, was, that he might confer the bleſſ- 
edneſs of immortality upon all, that im- 
brace the holy temper and heavenly qualities 
of mind, which God has appointed to be 
the neceſſary fitneſs of the ſouls of men for 
all the felicities of a perfect world. Their 
arriving at this fitneſs for eternal life depend- 
ed upon their entertaining the knowledge of 
God and of Jeſus Chriſt: And, to confirm 
the certainty of this knowledge, and render 
it more affecting to the minds of men, it

All, 
that make a real improvement of public re- 
ligion, and the uſeful labours of learned and 
pious men, know, how much a ſincere 
eſteem and love for God is re 9 ee | 
in their hearts. 

III. As the Den Jeſus Clrif ſteadily per- 
filted in bis appointed work, till he had 
compleated it; ſo, it is the faithfulneſs of 
good perſons to their Lord, to proceed i in the 
work, commited to them, "till it is niſbed. 
I have finiſhed the work, which thou gaveſt me 
to do. As the great teacher of men, he had 
publiſhed his doctrine to the world, and 
proved it to be the truth by the moſt incon- 
teſtable evidence.

veſted, for heit benefit, All this work he 
bad finiſhed in the ſhort ſpace, -in Which, be 
exerciſed his public miniſtry —True religion 
lies in a ſmall compaſs before the underſtand- 
ing; though it is. —— to all the life of 
man. He was juſt ready to begin his ſuffer- 
ing work, which was to compleat what had 
been giyen him to do on earth. He was 
to fulfil the law and the prophets, and all 
that was written of bim; and to riſe again 
from the dead, and be advanced to the right 
band f Gd, to be the head of all pay | 
and power. Our bleſſed Lord had power to 
{ay down bis. life, and to rale it again; yet 
he would not quita Rate of humiliation and 
ſorrow by death, till he had finiſhed all, 
that he was to do for the honour of bis fa- 
ther and the good of men upon earth, 
Even, when he hung upon the croſs, he was 
a exattly careful not to omit one Circ umſtance, 
though it muſt increaſe his ſorment: As ap- 
pears ftom the eyangelift's account *; EA 
fus knowing that all things were nom accom- 
pliſbed, that the ſcripture might be fulfilled, 
faith, I tbirſt.

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There i is this difference between our blef> 


ed Lord in finiſhing the work, appointed to 
him, and thoſe; whom he imploys. He 
did his father's work in his own time ; and 


when he had finiſhed it, he laid en Eis 


life voluntarily for thoſe whom he came to 
ſave: But our time is limited; and it is 
poſſible that we may neglect che work, and 
leave it unfiniſhed, when God fhall call us 


off from the ſervice he imploys us in. How. 


long ſoever our lives and faculties are con- 
tinued, for the uſe of his ſervice, we have 
ſomething fill, to which our duty calls us; 


Our faithfulneſs to our faviour conſiſts in 


the diligent and conſtant exerting our powers, 
as long as we live, to render all our talents 


for uſefulneſs ſerviceable to mankind; and 


profitable to ourſelves in the great work of 


our own ſalvation. We muſt not do the 


work of the Lord negligently *, but com- 
pleatly finiſh every work we undertake ; 


and never be weary in well-doing Þ ; being. 
always imployed in our maker's fervice ;. 


that, whenever he is pleaſed to diſmiſs us 
from it, we may be ſatisfied, we have acted 
our part well; and ſo finiſh our courſe with 
Jo.

Our bleſſed 


Lord, though al fatiafied to be imployed 


in bis father's work on earth, and in carry- 
ing on his great deſigns for the. ſalvation of 


men yet, did not forget the glory, which 
belonged to the heir of all things *. He, 


that injoyed the honours and bleſſedneſs 


of his father's throne, before the world was f, 
could never ſuffer a forgetfulneſs of- all this 
to loſe the proſpect, or drop the defite, of 
replacing himſelf. in that exalted ſtate, and 
reſuming the honours of the king of glory. 


He had, mcreover, the great reward of his

tender them zealous, diligent, and ſteady in 
their lord's ſervice ; who aſſures them, that 
they ſhall not boſe their reward in heaven 
for the ſmalleſt inſtance of their faithfulneſs 
to him on earth +. Though their labour be 
great, it ſhall not be in vain in the Lord, &— 
If it ſeem to loſe all its ſucceſs upon earth; 
it is not loſt to a future exiſtence, And, 
fince religion is ſo full of incouragement to 
the hopes of thoſe, who adhere to it, it is 
no. wonder that ſome are faithful to God; 
but rather, that no more are moved by the 
hopes of the goſpel, to be vigorous and ſin- 
cere in his ſervice. This brings me to the 
V. And laſt obſervation. That from our 
bleſſed ſaviour's great example, fo be with 
God for ever, is the honour, deſigned for all 
thoſe, who are now workers together with 
him. Glorify thou me with thine ownſelf. 
Our bleſſed faviour was in the beginning with 
God ||: And though he had for a while ex- 
iled himſelf from the glory; it was not from 
the preſence of his father. God was with 
him, and his heart with God; as appears 
from ſeveral of his expreſſions; ſuch as, J 
am in the father, and the: father in me t. &c. 
and from his retiring from men, to enjoy a 
free converſe . with his father, whenever op-

vacy x. And, when he expects the reward 
of his undertaking from his hands, it is to 
be inveſted with the honour, deſigned for 
him in bis preſence. Accordingly he tells 
his diſciples, I go to the father . 
It is with God, that all his Faithfol fer- 
vants are to dwell for ever: For they are 
to be with Chriſt; according to his promiſe, 
FI go and prepare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receive you unto hel, that 
where I am, there ye may be alfoF. Chriſt is 
2eith God. This is the meaning of the 
Greek particle i in the text : ||—w:7h thine own 
Jeif. That is, in the preſence of God. It is 
vertain, that they, who are now imployed 
in the work of God, are not without his 
preſence in 7his life—And he is their hap- 
ineſs for ever, who is now their helper, — 
Bat it is in vain for me to inlarge upon 
what i is, to our underſtandings, incompre- 
henſible.— To know what heaven is, we 
muſt go thither. Were St. Paul to return 
iq this world, he would ſtill be unable, as 
he was before, to deſcribe it to us t. We 
baye not ſeen it, and therefore have no 
langugge to deſcribe it; nor ideas to con- 
geive it.

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his rig bt hand, where there are pleaſures for 
evermore * , it is plain, it is ſomething, that 
ſhall be the honour and happineſs of the 
Juſt. It promiſes the refinement of their 
frame, and therewith their high perfection 
in moral rectitude; and, with an inla 
capacity, their increaſing knowledge of God; 
his delight in them; their new, and more 
honourable imployment ; their company, as 
they are to be with Chriſt, and the ſpirits of 
righteous men; the perfection of their joy; 
their ſettlement in heaven; and the duration 
of their felicity. 

I have now finiſhed what I propoſed doc- 
trinally, and ſhall add ſome reflections, ſuit- 
ed to the ſubject and occaſion. 

1. If they, who have honoured their maker 
and their ſaviour, are honoured, themſelves, 
by heaven; they, whom God "thus marks 
out for his favour, ought to be in our re- 
membrance reſpected, and their worth held 
in high and venerable eſſeem by us; as, I 
am ſure, not only you, his moſt intimate 
friends ; but all, that have known, or heard 
of, the late teverend DR. CALEB Ro- 
THERA, muſt revere the name, and ho- 
nour the worthy character, adorned with fo 
many qualities, amiable in themſelves, and 
extenſroely profitable to mankind. It is with
